The two-story science building 
will have pre-stressed conerete 
second floor and roof slabs pre- 
cast on the main floor. When these 
slabs have attained the proper 
strength they will be lifted into 
place bv hvdraulic jacks. 

College Hall—1955 

“It is expected that 1955 will be 

the year of completion of the third 


building, College Hall, to be situ- 
ated on the southeastern section 
of the campus. Facilities for 
speech classes, music classes, and 
an auditorium with 500 seats will 
be provided. Portions of the ex- 
terior walls will be tilt-up con- 
crete.” said Andy Meredith, arch- 
itect’s representative in Architect 
Gimeno’s office in an interview 
today.

Stage Loft 

The stage loft which provides 
storage space for the proscenium 
curtain, and the stage scenery 
when not in use, will have a steel 
grid the size of the stage, 31 feet 
by 59 feet in width. The grid is 
to be equipped with the pulleys 
and ropes needed to arrange the 
scenery on the stage as desired. 

The three and a half story loft 
will be constructed of steel frame- 
work covered with whatever build- 
ing material is most desirable. The 
stage floor will have a trap door 
with a stairway leading to a 10x 
12 foot basement room. 

Recording Room 

The auditorium will have a fire- 
proof projection booth with re- 
winding tables, storage space for 
audio visual movies, and equip- 
ment. A 12 by 30 foot recording 
room will have an engineer’s con-

“Prices in Britain,” said Derek;

_lings nine pence or 65 eents; a 
gallon of gasoline, four shillings 
sixpenéce or 85 cents. Transpor- 
tation is cheaper in London, 15 
eents pays for a trip across the 
city. ; 

Even though America partially 
supports England, Lovett said that 
on the whole Eur@peans do not 
like Americans as people, but 
like them as individuals. Like their 
American ‘counterparts, the Eng- 
lish gather in ‘thé parks, ‘get up on 
soapboxes, and talk over problems 
of the day. 

Bookies Advertise 
; ate a phn byt absence 
rom Britain, Lovett was surpris- 
ed to find that “bookies” adore. 
tise in the London papers. He said 
that gambling is a “national sport 
in England. 

London papers have the largest 
circulation in the world, but even 
so they only have from eight to 42 
pages. 

Taxes paid by the English car 
buyer amounts t6 approximately 
35 -per cent of the list price. Lovett 
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noted that the English taxes are 
among the highest in the world 


-and the people even though loyal 


to the government resent the high 
rate of taxation. ; 

Lovett is auditing his courses 
this semester because of his late 
enrollment.’

Architect Gimeno has given the 
safety factor in the three build- 
ings special attention. Added 
strength has been: designed into 
every critical area of the build- 
ings.

The:.Twining Laboratories of 
Long Beach test, check, and in- 
spect all materials that go into the 
buildings at the source of supply. 
The laboratory also makes com- 
pression tests of samples of con- 
crete taken by the inspector from 
the various sections of the build- 
ing as poured. 

Commenting on the permanence 
of the buildings, Robert Scherrer, 
designing engineer in Architect 
Gimeno’s offices explained that 
“eoncrete slabs used as a building 
material is such a new construc- 
tion method that there is no cri- 
terion to judge by.” “It is my 
opinion,” he added, “that these 
buildings, if not replaced, will be 
here for hundreds of years.”

the SAC faculty. The guests spent 
Tuesday morning on the campus 
talking to stu- 
dents, and becoming acquainted 
with SAC. Of special interest was 
the meeting of the SAC German 
class with Fritz K. Schwarz, com- 
mercial school headmaster in 


| Hamm, Germany, who spoke in 


German to the students. 

“A German daily newspaper is 
a little different than an Ameri- 
can,’; stated Giets to student re- 
porters and editors. “The German 
daily newspaper does not publish 
a Sunday newspaper. All the pa- 
pers are closed one day a week.” 

Fewer Comics 

“We do not make the use of 
comics that the American news- 
paper does, but we do have our 
joke section.” He also pointed out 
that the German newspaper is not 
nearly as large, or does it make 
such extensive use of feature 
material as does the American 
press. His newspaper, which has a 
circulation of 120,000, publishes a 
ten to twelve page daily news- 
paper. 

Giers told students that he 
wanted “to take this opportunity 
to thank you, all of you Americans, 
for the kind hospitality that our 
touring group has been shown by 
Americans everywhere.” Giers has
